Jefferson City, Mo., Sept. 21.—The 
seventh of the series of arguments 
on the measures to be submitted to 
vote at the coming election was to­ 
day issued by Secretary of Slate Cor­ 
nelias Roach. 
Those wishing to vote 
intelligently on propositions nine and 
ten should preserve this article. 
The 
sole purpose in giving these argu­ 
ments is to furnish information to the 
voter, and the secretary of state is 
in no way responsible for assertions 
made on either side of any subject 
discussed. 
Tile champions of proposition No. 
9 give the following reasons why the 
measure should he adopted: 
The “full crew” bill, which passed 
the Forty-seventh general assembly 
and which has been referred to the 
voters, will appear on the official bal­ 
lot at the general election in Novem­ 
ber as proposition No. 9. 
This law-, 
as passed, is more liberal to tile rail­ 
roads than a majority of the laws now 
in effect in other states covering the 
question 
Full crew laws in Arkan­ 
sas, 
Arizona, California, 
Maryland, 
New Jersey, 
Indiana, 
Pennsylvania, 
Washington and Oklahoma have been 
in force for several years, m d the 
average number of cars is much less 
than the law asks in Missouri. 
In 
this state, this law calls for an extra 
brakeman on all trains over forty-five 
cars, which seems fair and reason 
able to the companies, 
lf this law is 
sustained by the voters In the No­ 
vember election, it will mean much 
to the safety of the traveling public 
and will expedite the handling of all 
trains. 
Opposing Argument. 
The opponents of the so-callcal “full 
crew' hill” say it ought to hj voted 
down for the following reasons: 
(ll 
There is already a sLite law 
authorizing the public service com­ 
mission, if in its judgment the ser 
vice requires it. to compel the rail 
roads to do that which' the voters an 
now without information, such as b 
possessed by that body, called upon 
to do. 
(2l 
Owners of the railroads, espe­ 
cially, arc interested in having tin 
trains properly manned. 
Proposition 
No. 9, providing an increase in the 
number of brakemen upon railroad 
trains, is unnecessary and therefore 
unjust to the railroads which have ti 
pay for such increased labor. 
Any 
such 
unnecessary 
burden 
placed upon the railroads will have 
to be borne, not by them, but by the 
natrons of the roads, passengers and 
shippers. 
Services of brakemen art 
not needed to couple and uncouple 
cars, as automatic couplers are now 
provided, and the law requires thai 
all trains shall be equipped with at 
least S5 tier cent air, with large pen 
abies for failure to observe such law 
Being so equipped, one conductor and 
one brakeman are alone necessary to 
give the engineer 
signals 
for 
tile 
proper handling of air brakes, which 
are controlled wholly from the en­ 
gine. 
A third brakeman would be 
practically without duties to perform 
Some of' the states have enacted

It is opposed to the spirit, if not

porations are each

separate 
and distinct powers in the regulation 
and control of their domestic affairs,

Sedalia’s most in­ 
fluential and highly respected citi­ 
zens, is dead following an illness that 
had confined him at home but two 
day s. 
Death occurred at th 3 fa m ily 
home, 403 Fast Fifth street, at 7:45 
o clock Sunday evening and was due 
to Bright’s disease. 
Mr. Lodge was a man of high ideals 
and was one whose word on a ry prop­ 
osition was as good as a gilt edged 
bond. 
In his passing Sedalia loses a 
citizen whose presence will be greatly 
missed, one who had

of usefulness and who was far above 
the average iii many ways.
